Heims of Philadelphia, were killed 
today when their automobile was 
struck by a Burlington train two 
and one-half -riles east of Green- 
ville, Ill., 50 -ailes east of St. Louis. 

Bechtel and his sister, who was 
visiting him after a trip to Califor- 
nia, left St. Louis this merning and 
were driving east on Highway No. 
40 to visit a brother at Altamont. 
Their coupe was carried 200 yards 
by the engine and demolished. The 
train, a gasoline local carrying one 
coach, was stalled several hours 
due to damage from the collision. 

The dead were identified through 
a railroad pass in Mrs. Heims’ purse 
and a slip of paper bearing’ the 
name of a friend in Var.dalia.

Bechtel’s auto appeared to skid on 
the wet pavement as he neared the 
tracks, which approach the high- 
way at an angle, with the view ob- 
scured by a cornfield.

BANK BUILDING BLOWN UP 
BY ROBBERS WHO TAKE $2000 


Lizton, Ind., Cut Off From Wire 
Communication by Two Auto 
Loads of Holdup Men. 

By the Associated Press. 

LiIZTON, Ind., Oct. 13.—Two au- 
tomobile loads of robbers early to- 
day cut off the wire communica- 
tions of this town, wrecked the 
State Bank building with a dozen 
blasts of nitroglycerin, shot up the 
town and escaped with more than 
$2000 in currency and negotiable 
securities amounting to more than 
$1800. 

Shells from shotguns, revolvers 
and other firearms were scattered 
through the stieets in the .usiness 
section. 

Marion Bailey, 72 years old, pres- 
ident of the bank who lives across 
the street from it aud who was 
awakened by the explosion, engaged 
in a pistol fight with a robber sta- 
tioned in front of the bank.

Smith, general chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee, have issued 
the following statement: 

“Arrangements have been coOm- 
pleted for a combined drive of the 
Community Fund and the Citizens’, 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment for the funds both will re- 
quire for their needs for the re- 
mainder of the year and for 1932. 

Largest Effort Ever Made Here. 

“The dates of the campaign have 
been fixed from Nov. 9 to 19. The 
goal will be $3,000,000, to be divid- 
ed as follows: Seventy-five per) 
cent to the Community Fund and 
25 per cent to the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Employment. 
This will give to the Community 
Fund approximately the same 
budget it had last year. It will 
give to the Citizens’ Committee ap- 
proximately the amount it is esti- 
mated the body should have to care 
for its needs for the balance of this 
year and for the entire calendar 
year of 1932, togethér with the 
funds which the city government of 
St. Louis is being asked to provide. 
We respectfully urge the united 
support of the people of this com- 
munity in the largest effort for 
relief and welfare ever attempted 
in the history of the city. We have 
unbounded faith St. Louis, which 
never yet has failed to meet an 
emergency, will help us to make 
this campaign a success.” 

Catholic Organization , 

Two officials of the Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul, Catholic organiza- 


tions of the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment because of 
disagreement with its decision to 
conduct its campaign jointly with 
that of the Community Fund.

The goal of the Community 
Fund, which comprises 51 partici- 
pating charitable agencies, slightly 
exceeds the amount raised last 
year, $2,200,589. The share of the 
Citizens’ -Committee was fixed to 
provide funds for the last three 
months of this year and the entire 
year of 1932, which otherwise 
would have been sought in private 
campaigns. 

The Citizens’ Committee, organ- 
ized a year ago by Mayor Miller 
to provide emergency relief, will 
have expended about $1,000,000 by 
the end of 1931. So far $790,000 
has been raised, including $450,000 
appropriated by the city and $340.- 
000 obtained from a campaign and 
from the charity baseball game be- 
tween the Cardinals and Browns. 
Its requirements next year, it is 
estimated, will be about $1,200,000. 

Committee Needs $1,410,000. 

Hence, the Citizens’ Committee 
needs $210,000 this year and 
$1,200,000 next year, or a total of 
$1,410,000. As the campaign with 
the Community Fund, if successful, 
would give to the committee $750,- 
000, it would still need $660,000. 

If the joint campaign is success- 
ful, the committee will have raised 
$1,090,000 by subscription, in ad- 
dition to the $450,000 contributed 
by the city. City officials an- 
nounced last year that the city 
would contribute an amount equal 
to that raised by subscription. Ne- 
gotiations between the committee 
and the city for additional funds 
this year have not been concluded 
and Comptroller Nolte said today 
that the city had not agreed to 
match dollar for dollar because of 
the uncertainty both of the amount 
the committee would raise by sub- 
scription and of its future needs.

Church tn Spain will end. 


There has been conflict be- 
tween the church and the State 
in Spain since the fall of Alfon- 
so XIII. It came to a head sev- 
eral months ago with riots and 
burning of church property. In 
recent weeks the Assembly de- 
bate has centered principally on 
the issue of the church and 
state. 


13 RESCUED AFTER DRIFTING 
28 HOURS IN A MOTORBOAT 


One of Party Swims Two Miles to 
Shore to Notify Long Island 
Coast Guard. 

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Thirteen 


persons, seasick and suffering from 
exposure and hunger, were rescued 
last night by a coast guard cutter 
after drifting 28 hours about Long 
Island Sound in a powerless motor 
boat. 


The boat, the 45-foot cruiser Ga- 
licia, left the Morrisania Yacht Club 
Sunday under command of Capt. 
Charles George. It had been char- 
tered by members of the Amuscot- 
ta Democratic Club for a fishing 
trip off Stamford, Conn. On the 
return journey, the motor was inun- 
dated by high waves and could not 
be started. The boat drifted 25 
miles in the 28 hourg to within two 
miles of Crane’s Neck, L. I., from 
where Joseph Nydegger swam to 
shore to notifiy the coast guard. 

Ten members of the party, in- 
cluding a 13-year-old boy, received 
medical attention. 


SAYS CANADIAN WHEAT POOL 
COST FARMERS $100,000,000 


Asher Howard, Winnipeg Grain 
Dealer, Predicts U. S. Farm 
Board Will Spend $300,000,000,

HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 13.—Asher 


Howard, Winnipeg grain man, de- 
clared today the Canadian wheat 
pool had .ost farmers of Western 
Canada nc’ less than $100,000,000. 
He predicted that the “Farm Board 
experiment will cost taxpayers of 
the United States not less than 
$300,000,000.” 

Asher addressed the annual con- 
vention of the National Grain and 
Feed Xealers’ Association. 

“The wheat pool operated in 
Canada eight years and in not a 
single year did the pool farmer re- 
ceive as much for his wheat as the 
non-pool farmer,” Howard de- 
clared. “Not only that, but the 
pool farmer received only about ' 
two-thirds of the value of his wheat 
when he marketed it, and 140,000 
farmers in Western Canada are still 
waiting fur the other one-third on 
the 1928 crop and all the crops they 
have marketed since. 


MOVES TO OUST LOUISIANA 
GOVERNOR; MILITIA CALLED OUT 


Lieutenant-Governor Cyr Takes 
Oath as Chief Executive; Huey 
Long on Way to Capital.

BATON ROUGE, La., Oct. 13.— 
The Baton Rouge unit of the Na- 
tional Guard was ordered out here 
at 2:45 p. m. today, soon after 
Lieutenant-Governor Paul N. Cyr 
had taken the oath as Governor at 
Shreveport to challenge the right of 
Gov. Huey P. Long to continue as 
chief executive. Long has been 
elected United States Senator. 

Gov. Long, after being informed 
of Cyr’s action, left New Orleans 
by automobile for the capital. 

The National Guard unit—Infan- 
try Company A., consisting of be- 
tween 50 and 60 men, was ordered 
to assemble on the Community 
Club grounds, in the center of the 
city. 


EDISON CLINGING TO LIFE 
IN “PROGRESSIVE SOMNOLENCE’ 


Doctor Reports 84-Year-Old In- 
ventor’s General Condition 
Remains Unchanged.’

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 13. 
—Thomas A. Edison continued to 
cling to life today but his physician 
reported that, while his general 
condition remained unchanged, the 
84-year-old inventor was experienc- 
ing a “gradually progressive som- 
nolence.” 

Howe, in his morn- 
ing bulletin, said: “Mr. Edison 
slept through the entire night and 
there is but little change to report 
except a gradually progressive 
somnolence.”

TELLS OF $150,000 
GAMBLING PROFITS 
Al CAPONE’S TRIAL 


Cashier of Place, Whom 
Government Has Kept 
Hidden, Says Money Went 
to Gang’s Chief Banker. 


AL’S LAVISH TOURS 
OF SHOPS RELATED 


U. S. Completes Testimony 
Without Calling Johnny 


Torrio Who Gave Grand 
Jury Evidence. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—The Gov- 
ernment completed its testimony 
today in the trial of Al Capone, 
gang ieader, charged with evad- 
ing payment of an income tax. 

The prosecution, which charges 
the big gangster with evasion of 
tax on a six-year income of $1,- 
035,000, rested after a handwriting 
expert had testified that signatures 
on telegraphic money orders and 
other “Government exhibits were 
written. by the defendant. 

Johnny Torrio, the former Chi- 
cago gang boss, who appeared be- 


fore the grand jury investigating 
the case, who was subpenaed as a 
witness for the trial, was not called 
to the witness stand. 

Defense Attorney Michael Ahern 
announced that he would ask for 
a directed verdict, adding “but I 
suppose you want no argument on 
that.” 

“I am willing to hear such a 
motion,” replied Judge Wilkerson. 
Ahern repeated that he needed 
time, saying “perhaps we will bring 
scme witnesses from New York.” 

Proof Concerning Losses, 

Attorney Ahern told the Court 
the défense wanted -to establish 
proof “concerning some losses and 
so forth.”” Albert Fink, another de- 
fense attorney, added that witnesses 
to testify about Capone’s losses 
would have to be brought from New 
York, Washington and Philadel- 
phia. 

To the Court’s remark that “you 
have not told me what you intend 
to do,”’ Fink replied that the Judge 
had not granted a bill of particu- 
lars in which the defense asked at 
the start of the trial for the list of 
Goyernment witnesses. 

“Why should we give the Gov- 
ernment such information?” Fink 
said. 

Judge Wilkerson overruled the 
motion for a directed verdict and 
ordered the defense to begin its 
case at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

The profits of an alleged Capone- 
owned gambling house were $150,- 
000 in 1927, a former cashier testi- 
fied. 

Fred Ries said the gangster was 
a frequent visitor at the gambling 
house and always went to the pri- 
vate office. The profits were 
turned over to Jack Guzik, whom 
Capone had described as his “*fi- 
nancial secretary.” 

Ries is the witness who was sent 
on a trip to South America to 
“hide” before the trial started. He 
was the principal witness in a sim- 
ilar trial which resulted in a five- 
year sentence for Jack Guzik. 

The gambling house of which 
Ries was cashier was the same one 
which figured in previous  testi- 
mony. Several witnesses, who once 
conducted a raid on the house, said 
Capone met them at the door and 
announced “I own the place.” 
Moved Often and Changed Name. 

Although it moved frequently, 
the gambling house was in almost 
continuous operation in Cicero un- 
der various names, such as the 
“Smoke Shop,” the “Subway,” the 
“Ship,” and the “Radio.” 

Reis said it had no competition 
in the western suburb. 

The management was changed 
in 1927, Ries said. Ralph Capone, 
brother of the scarfaced gang lead- 
er, told the employes that “Pete” 
Penovich was in charge from that 
day on. 

Ries testified that the next day 
Jack Guzik told him (Ries) “not 
to turn over money to any one but 
himself or somebody he sent—not 
even to Al.” 

Ries is a tall, thin man with a 
sharp nose and a bald head. Hé 
looked directly ahead as he an- 
swered the Government’s ques- 
tions, never glancing at the defend- 
ant, who was busy consulting with 
his attorneys. 

In January, 1927, the witness 
said he saw Capone and Guzik 
talking in the telegraph operators 
room, to which the general public 
was not admitted. 

How Cashier Handled Money. 

The “bank roll,” which the house 
kept always on hand, was $10,000, 
Ries said. After deducting the 
day’s expenses, the witness said he 
wvould take the profits to a bank, 
have a cashier’s check made out to 
himself under an assumed name,

SUPREME COURT 
MOVES 10 DISBAR 
ATTORNEY BANDY 


Orders Granite City Lawyer 
to Appear in Washington 
—He Denies Giving It 
Worthless Checks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Rec- 
ords of the United States Supreme 
Court show that Harold J. Bandy, 
Granite City, Ill, attorney, not only 
gave two checks totaling $85 which 
were returned marked “insufficient 
funds,” but that he had also re- 
fused to pay the collect charges on 
a telegram sent him by the Court 
directing his attention to the fact 
that payment on the checks had 


been refused. 

In ordering Bandy to show cause 
why he should not be disbarred 
from practice for giving the checks, 
the Court stated that the checks 
had been given last month, one for 
$10 and the other for $75 in pay- 
ment of estimated costs in connec- 
tion with the petition of a client, 
Harry Blockburger, who was seek- 
ing a review of his conviction at 
Springfield, Ill., for violating the 
Harrison narcotic act. 

The Court in its order to Bandy 
declared that after he had refused 
on Sept. 28, to pay charges on its 
telegram its clerk had written him 
the next day on the subject. Failing 
to receive a reply, the ¢lerk, the 
Court stated, again wrote him on 
Oct. 7, earnestly requesting an im- 
mediate reply, but that none had 
been received up to the time its 
order was entered yesterday. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 13. — 
Harold J. Bandy, Granite City at- 
torney, declared here last night 
that the checks for $85 given by 
him to the Supreme Court in the 
Harry Blockburger case, were 
good.

Teller Describes Holdup. 

“T was at work in the first cage 
when the two holdup men eén- 
tered,” H. Melvin Buss, teller, told 
reporters. “One of them was short 
needed a shave and wore a brown 
suit. The other was taller and 
wore a dark suit. 

“As they stepped up to my cage 
I thought them to be customers. 
One of them, the one with the 
bristly chin took a half-dollar from 
his pocket, laid it down and asked 
for 50) pennies. I was counting.

I glanced and found 
myself looking down the barrel of 
a pistol. . 

“ ‘This is a holdup,’he said, ‘get 
back into the rear of the room.’”

It is the first time in history that

League. 

Secretary Stimson previously had 
cabled a memorandum to Gilbert, 
defining this Government's posi- 
tion in the Manchurian crisis and 
urging co-operation between the 


League and the United States in 


settling the dispute. This was 
communicated orally to Sir Eric 
Drummond, Secretary-General of 


the League, who responded by call- 


ing a special session of the coun- 
cil. Yesterday, Stimson, after di- 
recting Gilbert to attend, also in- 
structed him to inform the Coun- 
cil that the United States i& pre- 
pared to join with the League in 


invoking the Kellogg-Briand treaty 


to prevent war. 
Virtual Member of League. 
In this particular case, there- 
fore, the United States is virtually 


acting as a member of the League, 


technically becoming a 
member of it. That Stimson is 
acting with the full approval of 
President Hoover cannot be doubt- 
ed. He visited the White House 
yesterday and went over the whole 
situation with the President in de- 
tail. ' 

There is no attempt among re- 
sponsible officials here to deny the 
gravity of the situation. It is pri- 
vately admitted that Japan’s ac- 
tions in invading Manchuria, occu- 
pying strategic points and bom- 
barding defenseless cities, consti- 
tute a direct challenge to the in- 
tegrity of the Kellogg-Briand 
treaty, outlawing war, and to the 
nine-Power treaty. guaranteeing 
China against aggression. Japan 
signed both pacts. 

On the other hand, it is realized 
that an acute situation prevails in 
Japan. The military authorities 
there not only have obtained the 


without 


upper hand over the civil authori | 


ties, but are believed here to have 
the support of Japanese public 
opinion. The United States Govern 
ment hesitates to take any action 
which might aggravate Japanese 
feelings, which explains fits unpre- 
cedented appeal to the League of 
Nations. 

A high Government official, in 
explaining the Manchurian prob- 
lem, pronounced it “one of the 
most delicate and serious in the 
world today.” 

Large Interests in Manchuria. 

Although Manchuria is a Chi- 
nese province, Japan and Russia 
have large interests there, and 
have fought over them in the past 
So large are the respective stakes 
and so intense is the feeling that 
the United States or no other neu- 
tral nation is willing to intervene 
singly for the purpose of enforcing 
a settlement. Hence the decision 
to act collectively through the 
League. 

Thus far China has endeavored to 
avoid a settlement through direct 
negotiation with Japan, Chinese of- 
ficials pointing out that Japan not 
only is superior in military strength 
but already has occupied strategic 
points. 

Ambasasdor Debuchi of Japan 
called on Secretary Stimson yester- 
day and renewed assurances that 
Japan has no territorial designs 
upon China. But it is realized here 
that Ambassador Debuchi belongs 
to the peace party in Japan which 
has been powerless to prevent the 
military and naval movements 
which are responsible for the pres- 
ent condition. He and his direct 
superiors in Tokio are credited 
with the best intentions in the 
world, but are without power to 
carry them out. 

As a matter of fact, reports re- 
ceived by the State Department 
from its observers in Manchuria 
state that Japanese troops have not 
been withdrawn from the occupied 
areas outside the Manchurian Rail- 
way zone. On the contrary they 
indicate that Japanese military 
movements are being carried out 
precisely as if there had been a 
formal deciaration of war. 

Secretary Stimson, having defin- 
itely decided to cast this Govern- 
ment’s lot with the League in any 
attempt that may be made to set- 
tle the dispute, is adhering to a 
policy of silence. He would not 
say whether his communication to 
the League meant that the United 
States was prepared actively to 
invoke existing treaties against 
Japanese aggression. He declined 
also to say whether the United 
States had communicated directly 
with China or Japan, although 
there is reason to believe it has 
done so. 

There is no doubt the adminis- 
tration believes that Japan has act- 
ed contrary to the letter and spirit 
of the Kellogg-Briand treaty and 


the Nine-Power pact, but realiza- 


tion of the inflamed state of opin- 
ion in Japan prevents this Gov- 
ernment from acting alone. Offi- 
cials believe that any attempt on 
the part of a neutral government 
to intervene would simply make 
matters worse.

It is not correct to say that the 
situation is aggravated, the note 
read, “in the face of anti-Japanese 
agitation by which China herself 
is aggravating the situation. Ja- 
pan has uniformly adopted an at- 
titude of patience and calm.” 

Absence of guarantees for the 
safety of the Japanese population 
and property forbids rapid evacu- 
ation of troops in Manchuria, the 
note went on, but the Japanese 
Government is ready to discuss 
with Chinese representatives “cer- 
tain fundamental points necessary 
for the maintenance of normal re- 
lations.”

CHINA ANSWERS 
JAPAN’S WARNING

NANKING, Oct. 13.—Pending 
action by the League of Nations 
Council in the Sino-Japanese dis- 
pute, China today answered the 
Tokio Government’s recent de- 
mand for the suppression of anti- 
Japanese demonstrations in this 
country. 

The reply was handed to Japan- 
ese Consul Uyemura in the absence 
of Minister Shigemitsu, who Ilieft 
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here this morning for Shanghai on 
a Japanese warship. : 
High officials quarters disclosed 
that today’s Chinese reply to Ja- 
pan’s warning against anti-Japan- 
ese demonstrations reiterated that 
the Japanese invasion of Southern 
Manchuria was a violation of in- 
ternational agreements and would 
contend that the occupation consti- 
tuted a state of war. : 
The Chinese reply was understos 
also to contend that both the Chi- 
nese and Japanese +Gove 
bring members of the lez 
signatories to the Kellogg pact re- 
nouncing war, should seek a peace- 
ful solution of the disputes, but 
that the league had asked Japan to 
withdraw her troops from Man- 
churia and Japan had not complied. 
The reply also was represented 
as having stated that the Chinese 
Government never had offered 
armed resistance and had kept the 
feeling of the Chinese people in 
check, protected Japanese lives and 
property, and fulfilled her promises 
to the league. 


In accordance with a League of 
Nations Council suggestion, China's 
reply is understood to say the Chi- 
nese Government appointed repre- 
sentatives to take over territory oc- 
cupied by the Japanese, but that 
Japanese troops never were with- 
drawn, as Japan had promised. 

The Chinese answer also was said 
to have argued that the unpopu- 
larity of Japanese goods in China 
had been caused by Japan's un- 
friendly acts and that the Chinese 
Government could not interfere 
with the people's freedom to pur- 
chase as they wish. 

China’s answer additionally was 
stated to have said that she would 
continue to protect Japanese lives 
and property, but that if Japan 
continued to use war as an instru- 
ment of national policy she must 
be held responsible fer the conse- 
quences. 

The Chinese Government says 
there at present are 25 Japanese 
warships on the Yangtze River.

Edward Waters, a former rev- 
enue agent, told of interviewing 
Capone in either. 1922 or 1923 re- 
garding income tax matters, but he 
insisted that “my brain is not an 
adding machine’”’ and that he could 
recall nothing of the conversation. 

Judge Wilkerson questioned Wa- 
ters about his lack of memory, and 
the defense attorneys’ called him 
back after he had been excused 
from the stand t6 state that he had 
not discussed the case with defense 
attorneys or any one connected 
with Capone. 

Denied Racetrack Winnings. 

Waters said he also talked to 
Capone in 1926, asking the gang- 
ster about a newspaper story which 
stated that Capone had won $1,- 
000,000 on the races and that he 
owned a string of horses. The wit- 
ness said Capone replied that the 
story of his racetrack winnings 
was “all baloney,” and that it was 
his brother, Ralph, who owned the 
horses. 

The defense asked Waters if 
Capone told him he understood he 
had to pay no tax, as his business 
enterprises were illegal. The wit- 
ness replied that Capone “might 
have” said that, but he could nof 
be sure at this late date. 

One of Capone's Christmas gifts, 
a $275 diamond belt buckle, was 
introduced as evidence and exam- 
ined by the jurors yesterday. 

Much of Capone’s Christmas 
shopping was said to have been at 
two Chicago jewelry stores. Sam-

I supposed he gave 
them to friends. He paid cash for 
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both purchases.”

Further details concerning Ca- 
pone’s residence in Florida were 
given by Russell Garnett of Miami 
and C. A. Roy of Miami Beach. 
Garnett said he rented Capone a 
home for six months in the winter 
of 1927-28, and the gang chief paid 
$2500 rent—all in $100 bills. 

Roy, an interior decorator, said 
he supervised $1500 worth of work 
in 1929 and 1930 on the home 
which Capone later purchased. 

Capone woula wear nothing but 
the finest silk underwear, Jake 
Pankan and several other depart- 
ment store salesmen testified. 

“He paid $12 a suit for winter 
wear,” said Pankan, “and $5 a gar- 
ment for shirts and shorts in the 
summer. They were made of the 
finest silk, the same kind used in 
making ladies’ gloves.” 

The Capone wardrobe, according 
to other salespoeple, includes $150 
overcoats, $135 suits, $4.95 neck- 
ties, $2.75 handkerchiefs, $27.50 
slirts (plus $1 each for mono- 
grams), $2 collars. He buys, they 
said, $250 worth of ties and hani- 
kerchiefs at a time, $300 worth of 
shirts, $90 worth of silk under- 
wear. One store sold him $3715 
worth of suits and overcoats in two 
years.

VERDICT DOCTOR 
STABBED SELF T0 
DEATH IN OFFICE 


Body of Dr. Sherman J. 
Pope Found When His 
Wife Calls. to Take Him 


Home. 


A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
while suffering from a temporary 
mental aberration was returned to- 
day in the death of Dr. Sherman 
J. Pope, former Municipal Clinic 
physician, whose body, with the 
blade of a carving knife in his left 
side, was found in his locked office 
at 2320 Washington avenue 
night. 

Dr. Pope’s action was explained 
in a note, written on a prescription 
blank, received: through the mail 
at his home this morning. The 
note, presented at the inquest by 
Mrs. Myrtle Pope, the widow, read: 
“Dear Myrtle: Forgive me for what 
I am about to do. I am sick in 
mind and body, and unable to car- 
ry on. My insurance is gcod. I 
have not signed the lease, so you 
can do whatever you think best. 
Love. Sherman J. Pope.” The ref- 
erence to the iease was not ex- 
plained at the inquést. 

Mrs. Pope testified her husband 
-suffered an injury about a year 
ago when he fell in the bathtub. 
Recently he had been under treat- 
ment for a nervous disorder. 

The body was found at 7:20 
o’clock when Mrs. Pope called at 
her husband's office to take him 
home in the family car, aS was her 
custom. In a telephone conversa- 
tion 30 minutes earlier Dr. Pope 
said he would be ready to leave at 
the usual time. 

On finding the private office 
door locked Mrs. Pope requested a 
patient sitting in the waiting room 
to look through the transom. The 
patient reported that Dr. Pope was 
lying on the floor. Police “were 
summoned and forced open the 
door. 

Dr. Martin C, Woodruff, occupy- 
ing an adjoining office, told police 
that Dr. Pope borrowed the knife, 
used to cut bandages, from him 
several weeks ago, explaining that 
he wanted it for protection against 
robbers. Dr. Pope also requested 
that he bring a revolver to the of- 
fice, but he did not comply with 
this request, Dr. Woodruff said. 
Several months ago Dr. Woodruff 
found Dr. Pope unconscious in his 
office, he told police. Upon being 
revived, Dr. Pope explained that he 
had taken an overdose of morphine 
through mistake, Dr. Woodruff 
said. 

Dr. Pope, who was 61 years old, 
lived at 3801 Lafayette avenue with 
his wife and a son, Frank. He was 
graduated from the old Barnes

MISSING AFTER TRIP

Rental for Films.

Warners, develop- 
ing a chain of theaters, wanted a 
good showman to manage them and 
after considering various men, 
Thomas said, chose Skouras after 
buying out the Skouras theaters 
here. Later, Thomas went on, Har- 
ry Warner, president of Warner 
Bros., “felt Skouras had taken his 
personal friends and old retainers 
and given them more money than 
they were entitled to. There were 
arguments over this. Some of 
these men made good and some 
didn’t. 


Wanted $100,000 a Year. 


“Prior to Christmas, 1930, Skou- 
ras asked for $100,000 a year sal- 
ary for three years. This was 
agreed on and a contract was drawn 
up but not signed by either party, 
when a disagreement arose between 
Warner and Skouras, whith made 
it fairly obvious to everybody that 
the continued association of Skou- 
ras would not be agreesble er 
profitable. 

“The corporation had lent Skou- 
ras large sums. It was urged by 
Jeffries in Skouras’ behalf and by 
Skeouras himself that the contract 
for salary was in existence, because 
the president had been directed to 
sign it.

POLICE CHECK CLEWS 
TO UNGER MURDER 


Examine Bed Clothing Found 
Near Meramec — Third 
Man Arrested. 


A blood-soaked ‘mattress, pillow 
and blanket, partly burned, were 
found in a thicket near the Meramec 
River clubhouse district at Valley

ADS SEABURY INQUIRY 


Large Scale Gambling at Peter 
M’Guinness Club Shown 
by Safe Contents. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—The con- 
tents of an office safe,. raided by 
police nearly five years ago, were 
produced before the legislative city 
investigations committee today as 
evidence of large scale gambling in 
the clubhouse of Peter J. McGuin- 
ness, Democratic leader and Dep. 
uty Commissioner of Public Works 
in Brooklyn. 


McGuinness was the first of two 


witnesses to take the stand before 
the committee in connection with 
alleged gambling in politica] club- 
houses of which they are the heads. 
He was followed by Deputy Sher- 
iff Jacob Rosenberg, a Republican. 

The Democratic leader had be- 
gun his testimony with a descrip- 
tion of how indignant he was when 
to his surprise he discovered that 
there was betting going on in his 
clubhouse; not “professional gam- 
bling,”” he had hastened to protest, 
just betting. 

Samuel Seabury, chief counsel 
for the committee produced a tab- 
ulation found in the McGuinness 
clubhouse safe, listing a number of 
mathematical calculations which 
police gaid referred to profits from 
gambling. 

McGuinness was confronted with 
a notation which showed that be- 
tween January, 1927 and March 11 
of that year, the day before the 
police raid, a total of $114,108 
was “played.” Of that amount, 
$99,378 was “paid off” leaving a 
“profit” of $14,713. 

“Don’t you think this is an 
important piece of evidence found 
in a safe that bore your mame?” 
asked Seabury. 

“My club didn’t get nothing, 
Judge, my club didn’t get a penny 
and I don’t know who got it, 
Judge,’’ McGuinness replied. 

McGuinness was followed on the 


Asked by Seabury if he 
knew that gambling had _ . been 
going on in his club, he replied: 
“If you call it gambling it still 
goes on today,”

As presented by the British Mi- 
grants’ Association, the plea said 
the emigrants were induced to 
leave their homes by “mischievouszg, 
misleading and untruthful propa- 
ganda” on the part of Australian 
government agents and that they 
now were in a condition of “misery, 
semi-starvation and despair,” 

“Suicides are lamentably fre- 
quent.” the petition said. “Hun- 
dreds of young women are exposed 
to the gravest dangers and young 
men are herded together in intern- 
ment camps under worse condi- 
tions than those to which criminals 
are subjected in His Majesty’s 
jails.”” 

The government was also asked 
to compensate the petitioners for 
their losses. 


MISSOURI DELEGATION PAYS 
VISIT TO WHITE HOUSE 


Dr. Clements Describes Political Sit- 
uation to Hoover; Kansas City 
Group Greets President. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Re- 
minders of the Republican national 
convention that nominated Presi- 
dent Hoover were brought to him 
today at the White House by a 
good-will delegation from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Kansas 
City. where tat convention was 
held. 

The political situation in Missou:i 
was described to the President by 
Dr. E. B. Clements, Rey ublican na- 
tional committeeman” from that 
State, who dined with him at the 
White House last night. cnd con- 
ferred with him briefly this imnorn- 
ing. 

The Kansas City delegation com- 
plimented Mr. Hoover particularly 
on his efforts for unemployment 
relief. The delegatioN was headcd 
by Conrad H. Mann, president of 
the Kansas City Chamber of Com- 
merce and also a member of the 
President’s emergency relief organ- 
ization. Others were Dr. J. D. 
Brock, who ended today his 696th 
consecutive daily flight, which has 
carried him into every state of the 
Union and part of Canad1. He was 
accompanied on part of this trip 
by Col. Ruby D. Garrett, who like- 
wise was presented to the fPresi- 
dent. 

The entire delegation left Wash- 
ington by airplane for Missouri this 
afternoon. 


an act of ggeat courage—had been 
put through in a hurry because 
European nations were cracking 
one after another, the Prime Min- 
ister said French opinion was not 
ready for it and before France de- 
cided to accept the beneficial ef- 
fects had seriously ebbed.

Donald fired back at him: 

“Perhaps you'd be willing to take 
over the job. In fact my youth is 
being renewed by my reception 
here. During the last few weeks 
I have worked harder than ever, 
exhausted a half dozen assistants 
and am still going strong.” 

The Prime Minister arrived at 
Seaham in a buoyant mood to be- 
gin his three-day campaign. On 
the way to Durham, from where 
he motored to Seaham, he said he 
didn’t expect an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, but would give the miners 
“something to think about” in his 
outline of national problems. 

After they have digested his 
statements, he said, he believed 
there wouldgbe no doubt about the 


outcome of the election. 


HOUSE PAID $2000 
FOR EQUUPMENT 
“THATS MISSING 


Commissioner Lufcy Thinks 
That Much of It Was 
Never Delivered to the 


- Capitol. 
66 HALL TREES 
CAN’T BE FOUND 


Treasurer Brunk Tracing 
Report Some Packages 
Were Shipped Away by 
Legislator.. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 13.—A 
report by Herman Lufcy, Commis- 
sioner of Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment. to State Treasurer Brunk 
of an inventory of property be- 
longing to the House of Represen- 
tatives shows that equipment for 
which the State paid more than 
$2000 has disappeared. Lufcy re- 
ported that he was convinced by 
an inquiry among Capitol em- 
ployes that much, if not all, of this 
equipment never was delivered to 
the Capitol. 


When the Legislature convencd 
Jan. 6 Lufcy checked into the 
House of Representatives the prop- 
erty he had stored for it since the 
previous session, and when it ail- 
journed in June he inventoried the 
equipment turned back to him for 
storage until the next session. He 
has checked the two inventorics 
against each other and against tie 
bills for equipment, which are part 
of the House records. 

Hall Trees Missing. we 

Sixty-six costumers, or hall 
trees, which were the property of 
the House appeared on both in- 
ventories, but Lufcy was unable to 
find even one of 30 hall trees for 
which the House paid at the last 
session. These were billed at $15 
each, or a total of $450. 

The inventory showed that Lufcy 
checked in four desk lamps to the 
House in January, and the bills 
showed the House purchased 68 for 
a total of $633, Not one desk lamp 
was checked back to the Commis- 
sioner. 

One mirror was checked to the 
House, 18 were purchased for a to- 
tal of $73.35, but not one was found 
during the recent inventory. 

All of the 150 “hideaway ash 
receivers,’ for which the State paid 
$82.50, are missing, Lufcy reported, 
and he has been unable to find any 
Capitol employe who ever saw one 
of them. 

Twenty pen and pencil desk sets, 
for which $257.75 was paid, have 
not been found, nor have any of 
the 192 pairs of office scissors, for 
which $237.20 was paid. 

Other articles paid for and which 
Lufcy has been unable to find, were 
96 ink stands, costing $84.10; 150 
wire desk baskets, one for each 
member of the House, costing 
$129.60; 48 waste paper baskets, 
costing $144, and 40 pencil sharp- 
eners, costing $46.60. 

Lufcy’s report is not complete. 


Brunk’s View of It. 


“When I first looked over the 
accounts paid by the House,” 
Brunk said, “I came to the opin- 
ion that the House paid for arti- 
cles which were not even shipped. 
Thirty costumers, or hal] trees, 
would make quite a sizeable bun- 
die, and could not enter the Capi- 
tol without being noticed by em- 
ployes of the Permanent Seat of 
Government Commission assigned 
to the receiving room in the base- 
ment. All of them report that they 
did not see such a shipment. The 
same is true of several other items. 
We are checking one very suspi- 
cious account now, and have evi- 
dence, which is almost conclusive, 
that a member of the Legislature 
cashe@ the warrant issued in pay- 
ment for one lot of supplies.

Heavy Trade Balance. 


During the past seven years, ac- 
cording to Russian statistics, the 
United States has accumulated a 
favorable trade balance of $500,- 
000,000 if various overhead ex- 
penses incurred in connection with 
the Russian purchases are taken 
into account. The American De- 
partment of Commerce admits that 
the Russians have paid all their 
bills and that not one American 
firm through the fault of the Rus- 
sion Government has lost one cent 
on credit extended to cover Russian 
purchases. | 

Since October last year the So- 
viet Government has been trans- 
ferring its purchases from the 
United States to European coun- 
tries. The reason is not so much 
recognition, although almost all 
European countries have recog- 
nized Soviet Russia, as it is credit.

Economic Pressure and De- 
feat in Recent Civil War 
Cause Order for One- 
Third Reduction.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Oct. 13.—De- 


feat in the recent civil war and fi- 
nancial stringency, instead of an 
arms treaty, have brought about a 
slash of one-third in the size of the 
Chilean navy, a short time ago one 
of the most powerful below the 
equator. 

Several thousand men and about 
200 officers are being discharged, 
The battle fleet has been taken 
from active service and ordered into 
yards. A destroyer scouting fleet 
one-half the former strength has 
been put into commission with re 
duced personnel and the budget for 
1932 will be cut about 25,000,000 
pesos ($3,000,000). 

Fear for many years ruled Chil- 
ean naval programs. The country 
lost to Peru once, and Chileans 
never forgot that fact. 

The Chilean sea arm of her de- 
fenses grew until it contained one 
modern battleship with 14-inch 
guns; one older battleship; three 
cruisers, 11 destroyers, nine subma 
rines, a new submarine mother ship 
and new tender; several new naval 
tankers, two mine sweepers, a large

There were 800 officers and 10,- 
000 enlisted men, including coast 
guard, naval stations’ personnel and 
the naval academy.

Four destroyers and four sub- 
marines only will form the active 
squadron, 

It is no secret that the Govern- 
ment would like to get rid of the 
Latorre, which represents a total 
investment of $40,000,000, but there 
are no buyers. Japan considered 
the matter, but she has used her 
quota under the arms treaty.

Hugh W. Thomasson Charges Persecution 
by Lawyers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR columns have contained from 
time to time comments on the vari- 
ous features of the vexatious litigation 
that we have been subjected to on ac- 
count of Our marriage last year, and we 
feel that you have tried to be fair and to 
acquaint the public with the avarice of 
some of the attorneys who have figured 
in these cases. 

When we made what we thought was a 
compromise with attorneys prosecuting 
suits and claims against us on the first of 
last August and mortgaged the property 
at Broadway and Washington avenue to 
secure the notes given in settlement, we 
thought that would be the end of our 
troubles and we could again occupy our 
home and be able to live in peace. But 
this was not to be. Another law firm 
acting for C. E. Frederick filed deeds for 
our property which we declare to be 
forgeries and made it necessary to bring 
suit to cancel the deeds. As an answer to 
this suit, the defendant who is charged 
with the forgery, through Attorney 
Young, seeks to have me declared insane 
and wants Frederick declared to be my 
trustee.

DYNAMITE IN THE ORIENT. 

Tt is evident from the ultimatums issued by both 
Japan and China that the two nations are on the 
verge of war. Japan demands that the Nanking 
Government and the Manchurian provincial Govern- 
ment take effective steps to protect the lives and 
property of the Japanese in China proper and in 
Manchuria. The Chinese Governments demand that 
Japan evacuate all cities and territory in Mancharia 
which Japan has seized or attacked on the plea that 
such action was necessary to protect the lives and 
property of Japanese. 

The Chinese seek intervention by the League of 
Nations to settle the controversy, Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek declaring that if the League does not intervene 
or the Japanese do not withdraw their troops to the 
privileged zone around the South Manchurian Rail- 
way, China will ge to war. The Japanese, on the 
other hand, decline intervention of any sort, and 
declare that they will take effective action unless the 
Chinese Governments immediately take steps to pro 
tect the lives and property of Japanese. 

The basic cause of friction between the Chinese 

and Japanese is Japan's possession of the South Man- 
churian Railway, which runs through the heart of 
Manchuria. This railway was taken over from Rus- 
sia after the Russo-Japanese War, and is held under 
long lease by treaty with China. The Chinese claim 
the treaty was forced upon China, and while the 
Chinese have not attempted to throw the Japanese 
out as they threw the Russians out of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, to their cost, they have tried in 
various ways to undermine and damage the railway 
system, but without success so far as getting rid of 
the Japanese. Japan has yielded practically every 
other concession and privilege in China, except a fi- 
nancial interest in the Shantung railway from Tsing- 
tao to Tsinanfu. The Japanese insist that they have 
exercised great patience in bearing the Chinese viola- 
tions of treaties and Chinese attacks on Japanese, 
but are determined now to protect their railroad 
property and the lives and property of Japanese. 
The long-standing hatred of the Chinese for the 
Japanese on account of the South Manchurian Rail- 
way and the clashes from time to time have been 
fostered by anti-foreign, and particularly anti-Jap 
anese, propaganda resulting in anti-Japanese boy- 
cotts and riots. This, hatred flared into flame re- 
cently due to the Wanpaoshan incident, in which 
Japanese police, trying to protect Korean settlers 
from an attack of Chinese farmers, were accused of 
killing Chinese. On the other hand, Chinese were 
accused of killing Koreans, which resulted, as de 
scribed in the news columns of the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, in reprisals on both sides. Koreans mobbed 
Chinese in Korea; Chinese mobbed Japanese in China 
and Manchuria. In consequence of the Chinese at- 
tacks on Manchuria, Japanese troops, reinforcing the 
South Manchurian Railway police, occupied Mukden, 
the capital of Manchuria, and other places. The 
troops have gone out of their privileged zone con- 
tiguous to the railway in Manchuria, and this is the 
occasion ascribed for the Chinese call for interven- 
tion or war. 

Undoubtedly the ultimate Chinese objective is to 
drive the Japanese out of Manchuria, but it is prob- 
able that the Nanking Government is taking advan- 
tage of Chinese hatred of Japanese and the activity of 
Japanese troops in Manchuria to unite all the 
Chinese factions in a common cause. Whatever the 
differences between the Chinese factions which have

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MISSOURI COMPLAINS OF CANADA. 

Restricted to an open season of 30 days this year 
upon geese and ducks, Missouri sportsmen complain 
that Canada is not cooperating with the United 
States in our effort to conserve the game. 

It is true that in most of the Canadian provinces 
the shooting season is longer than that in the United 
Only Saskatchewan, the province most af- 
flicted by drouth in the breeding region, has restrict- 
ed shooting to 30 days. The Canadians say that an 
open season with them is not the same thing that 
it is in the United States, for the reason that with 
the oncoming of winter the game goes south. They 
also point out that there are but 10,000,000 people in 
all of Canada, whereas in the United States the pop- 
ulation is 123,000,000. That there are 100 duck hunt- 
ers in the United States to one in Canada is indis- 
putable. In the single State of Minnesota, the total 
number of persons taking out hunting licenses in- 
creased by 70,000 In 1930 over 1929. 

It is unfortunate that the co-operative restrictions 
could not have been the same in both countries. In 
some itistances they differ because the provincial 
legislatures of Canada have not met since the duck 
shortage became alarming.

The Cardinals have now participated in four world 
series. The management has taken out of these world 
series approximately $475,000. This is money it would 
not have gotten except for the world series. Sports 
man’s Park, where we have seen the Cardinals en- 
gage in these post-season contests with two such 
great teams as the Yankees and the Athletics, seats 
approximately 40,000 people. That is, 40,000 people 
can be squeezed in; not all of them can hope to find 
seats. The capacity of the park fs far below the ca- 
pacities of many other baseball parks for such superb 
occasions. Only 19,000 seats could be offered to the 
public in the recent series after the regular patrons 
of the game were taken care of. The effect of this 
was to discourage a great many people who might 
otherwise have come to St. Louls to see the series. 
The fear of not being able to get in after making the 
journey was widespread. 

The Post-Dispatch has several times urged the Car- 
dinal management to remedy this situation by pro- 
viding a larger playing ground. The Cardinals are 
the most successful baseball organization in the Unit- 
ed States. Their St. Louis team has won the world 
championship. Their Rochester team first won the 
International League pennant and then won the 
little world series from St. Paul, which had won the 
pennant in the American Association. Their Houston 
team won the pennant in the Texas League, and only 
lost the post-season series with Birmingham of the 
Southern League by a hair. The Cardinals have nine 
farm teams, all of which are preparatory schools for 
the varsity team in St. Louis. That such a vast or- 
ganization will not keep the Cardinals in front for 
years to come is improbable. 

What, then, to do? If Mr. Ball, who owns Sports 
man’s Park, is unwilling to increase the seating ca- 
pacity, or if it is impracticable to increase the seat- 
ing capacity of Sportsman’s Park, the Cardinal man- 
agement, in justice to itself, to St. Louis and the 
surrounding hinterland, should provide a larger place 
of its own. The $475,000 which the management has 
taken out of four world series could not be better 
expended than to put it into such a venture. 

SPEAKING OF SPEAKEASIES. 

Loyal sons and daughters of Missouri who always 
take an especial pride in seeing their State well up 
in any listing of the 48 members of the Union will 
be distinctly disappointed in the statistics on speak- 
easies as compiled by Maj. Maurice Campbell, former 
Federal prohibition administrator for New York.

The smiling prairies of our 
neighbor to the east, Illinois, are dotted with no less 
than 40,000, enough to crowd New York for first 
place. Among the states at the bottom of the list is 
Wyoming, which is credited with 500. Numerically 
speaking, 500 are not very many, but judging Wy- 
oming from a train window impression, they ought 
to answer its needs. 


EXCLUDE NON-RELIEF AGENCIES. 

Many St. Louisans, who have been stanch defenders 
of the Community Fund in past years and liberal 
contributors, feel that a sharp cleavage should be 
made this year between agencies devoted to relief 
and those engaged in so-called character building 
activities. Of the latter, the Y. M. C. A. is most fre 
quently singled out as an agency which should not 
receive contributions from the Community Fund, par- 
ticularly this year, when an emergency confronts the 
city and all available funds are needed to stave off 
human misery. Last year it became necessary for a 
time to close the Provident Association, the chief re- 
lief agency, for lack of funds, yet the Community 
Fund allotted the Y. M. C. A. $132,701 out of a total 
budget of $893,357. 

Surely values are distorted when an association of 
the character of the Y. M. C. A. receives so large a 
sum and unemployed men beg vainly for bread, 
clothing and shelter. In our opinion, this position 
of the Community Fund cannot be sustained, any 
more than it could be sustained in Baltimore and 
Cleveland, where a distinction has been made be 
tween the two types of agencies. In Baltimore, the 
non-relief agencies themselves realized the incon- 
gruity of the situation and voluntarily withdrew 
from participation. This is not, of course, in dis- 
paragement of character building organizations, but 
an attempt to cope with a distressing condition. 

We trust the official. of our Community Fuad have 
the good sense and judgment to exclude from the 
fund, this year at least, every agency which does not 
minister to the desperate needs of our unemployed 
citizemry. If they fail to do so, it is impossible to 
look forward to the success of the collection with any 
optimism.

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A German View of England’s Crisis 


Financial crisis has forced Britain to increase exports and reduce imports, thereby 
giving Germany more acute competition in world markets; wage reductions and 
fall of sterling lower British production costs, thus making her a more dangerous 
rival; these steps and cutting dole reduce England's safeguards against radicalism.

ERMANY has every reason to be dis- 
turbed by what is happening in En- 
gland. No matter what happens next, no 


G 


matter how MacDonald’s new coalition Gov- 
ernment develops, no matter what its pro- 
gram is, or whether it remains in power for 
a long or a short time, or what the new 
elections may bring, one thing remains cer- 


tain: Recent events in England will in- 
crease British exports at a time when Ger- 
many’s entire destiny depends on her export 
trade. 

Of course, this reaction to the English 
crisis is one-sided and egotistical, but it em- 
phasizes the most important aspect of the 
crisis as far as we are concerned. Lower 
wages and lower incomes along the whole 
economic front, from the King to the rail- 
way man, plus reduction in unemployment 
benefits, and other social expenditures—that 
is what both the right wing parties demand, 
as well as some of the right wing members 
of the Labor party, including MacDonald 
himself. A 10 per cent tariff on all British 
imports, in addition to retrenchments and 
new taxes on the property owning classes— 
that is what the trade unions demand, and 
they have refused to follow MacDonald, 
forcing him to resign his leadership. 

One plan or the other or else a combina- 
tion of the two is needed to prevent a big 
deficit in the budget. But ell these meas- 
ures lead, directly or indirectly, to lower 
wages and lower production costs. With 
or without a tariff wall, Britain’s competi- 
tive power on world markets will increase. 
Exports will be forced and imports will be 
diminished. There is no other alternative, 
for it is even more necessary for England to 
export goods than it is for Germany, and 
England’s crisis is fundamentally a crisis of 
the foreign markets on which her economic 
system is based. 

For years we have competed comfortably 
enough with England, for England had a 
high wage level to guard its working class 
from radical tendencies and also expended 
comparatively large sums on the social] serv- 
ices. The huge burden of war debts raised 
taxes and production costs. Last but not least 
rationalization was proceeding rapidly. 


All this must and will be changed. For 
the crisis has become a financial crisis. The 
world has begun to doubt the stability of 
sterling. Foreign countries are looking ask- 
ance at English capital investments. And 
all this is happening at a time when the 
best British investments in Australia and 
South America are declining in value every 
day. The combined pressure of the economic 
and financial crises has now led te a po- 
litical crisis, which in turn will force En- 


considered sacred, English capitalism will, 


for the first time, give up the insurance it 


had taken out against radicalization of the 
masses, but it will do so only because of 
the force of the crisis. 


The repudiation of MacDonald by the 


British trade unions and by the bulk of his 
own political party is the beginning. What 
will follow no one knows. But, whatevér 
happens, the political crisis that has finally 
Occurred will continue as long as the world 
economic crisis continues. For many years 
England considered this crisis merely a mat- 
ter of production and markets, and has only 
come to recognize it as a chronic financial 
crisis within the past few months. Not 
without reason has England grown nervous. 


From the German point of view, it seems 
to us futile to prophesy whether radical 
economies will be made in every field, con- 
trary to the desires of the trade unions, or 
whether English finances will be remedied 
by a tariff, as the trade unionists advocate. 
For experience has taught us that neither 
solution can be permanent. Any impro- 
vised financial program only stops one leak 
in the present economic system by opening 
up another. Bvery financial measure cuts 
in two directions, and sooner or later leads 
to greater difficulties. Either alternative, 
economy or tariff, can win the support of 
some majority in Parliament and perhaps 
can also attract a majority among the peo- 
ple themselves. It is therefore probable 
that all methods will eventually be neces- 
sary in the struggle against the thresfold 
crisis—commercial, financial and political. 

Only from this point of view, and not 
from the point of view of foreign policy, is 
it immaterial to Germany how the new 
coalition Cabinet sets about its work, how 
long it stays in power, and how it is re- 
placed. From the point of view of foreign 
policy, there is no more favorable constella- 
tion, as far as we are concerned, than Mac- 
Donald as Prime Minister and Henderson as 
Foreign Secretary. Germany has every rea- 
son to follow the English crisis, and not 
only the Cabinet crisis, with the closest at- 
tention,

T IS, perhaps, not for the cap- 
| tious critic of the drama to con- 

cern himself with the number of 
dollars taken in at the door of a 
theater, and yet the meager audi- 
ence which greeted Ethel Barry- 
more and her excellent company in 
@ superb performance of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan’s classic old com- 
edy, “The School for Scandal,” at 
the Shubert Theater last night, 
seems worthy of some passing com- 
ment. The smalinegs of the crowd 
would indicate something in the 
trend of the theater. Perhaps the 
modern, movie-satiated theatergo- 
ers no longer care for the older 
classics of the stage, although Sher- 
idan’s comedy is as alive today as 
it was a hundred years or more ago; 
perhaps Miss Barrymore has lost, 
through her performances last sea- 
son of the dreadful “Scarlet Sister 
Mary,” some of her hold upon her 
army of followers, although she 
has never given a better perform- 
ance during her long career than 
she gave last night in the role of 
Lady Teazle; perhaps—and this is 
probably the greatest factor in 
keeping people at home to listen to 
the radio—this is not a year when 
even the Ethel Barrymores can 
coax their most enthusiastic ad- 
mirers into paying $3 a seat for 
an evening’s entertainment. 

And the Barrymore presentation 
of “The School for Scandal” IS en- 
tertainment—fine, enjoyable com- 
edy which has not been seen to 
greater advantage on a St. Louis 
stage. The writer’s recollection 
goes back to several.all-star reviv- 
als of Sheridan’s play and he can 
recall none more exquisitely per- 
formed than the present offering. 

The role of Lady Teazle is not 
a long nor a difficult one. Itisa 
part which most great actresses 
of the past century and a half have 
played, at one time or another. 
There is but one brief moment in 
which the Lady Teazle of the day 
is given an opportunity to climb 
to anything like dramatic heights 
but when Miss Barrymore, who, up 
to that time had played the lighter 
side of the character most charm- 
ingly while looking very beautiful 
and youthful, reached the big scene 
—it is the incident of the screen 
where Lady Teazle is discovered 
by her husband hiding in the room 
of her heartless lover—she was 
equal to all the demands of the 
role. Her confession to Sir Peter 
Teazle and her denunciation of 
the scheming Joseph Surface was 
fine drama finely done. 

Being more of a man’s play, in 
the playing, than a woman’s drama 
the male roles are of a major im- 
portance. In the hands of Miss 
Barrymore's supporting company 
these roles are magnificently done. 
Outstanding is the part of Charles 
Surface, played by Walter Gilbert; 
the Peter Teazle of Charles H. 
Croker-King and, above all, per- 
haps, the performan of McKay 
Morris as the insinceré Joseph Sur- 
face. To single out these few is 
more or less unfair to the rest of 
the Barrymore company but it is 
sufficient to say that each part in 
the long cast is played exactly as it 
should be. 

Miss Barrymore carries with her 
a trio of musicians, led by one 
Maurice Nitke who play the lovely 
incidental music of the comedy 
and who, between each of the five 
acts, offer a delightful program of 
old airs which add, greatly, to the 
attractiveness of the entire eve- 
ning.

GUVERNOR SAYSCRIME. 
CHALLENGES ILLINOIS 


Emmerson in Address at Albion 
Church Urges More Interest 
in Government. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALBION, IIL, Oct. 13.—Gov. 


Louis I. Emmerson, who started 
his business life as a clerk in the 
Albion general store, returned to 
his birthplace Sunday and deliv- 
ered an address on the duties of 
citizenship. He spoke in the Little 
Prairie Cherch, which the Emmer- 


tablished on the farm settled in 
1817 by Gov. Emmerson’s grand- 
father, the Little Prairie Church 
was _ its 103d anniver- 
sary. 

After relating briefly, the pro- 
gress of Illinois and the United 
States in the 103 years since the 
church was established, Gov. Em- 
merson . rned to a discussion of 
today’s problems in government, 
declaring that organized crime is 
one of the greatest menaces to 
good government. 

Likens Crime to Cancer. 

“Like a cancer, the curse of the 
gangster has grown up quietly, 
while we failed to recognize the 
danger,” Gov. Emmerson contin- 
ued. “He has reared a govern- 
ment that we cannot see, a govern- 
ment that most us can only imagine 
—a super power to challenge the 
government under which we have 
lived for more than a century and 
a half. 

“The only answer is for each and 
every man and woman in Illinois 
who is interested in the cause of 
government, who believes in un- 
trammeled conduct of public of- 
fice, for the good of all, rather 
than the few, to take an active 
part in the political life, of his 
community, state and nation. Put 
one-half the interest into protec- 
tion of your own interests that the 
gang politician puts in his, and the 
cause of good government in Illi- 
nois will take such a leap forward 
that its echoes will be heard 
throughout the nation.” 

Praises Founders of Albion. 

Gov. Emmerson said “it is to the 
kind influence of Albion that I at- 
tribute a large degree of credit for 
whatever success I have achieved 
in life. 

“Edwards County, while the 
smallest in the state, has played a 
big part in Illinois history,” he 
said. ‘“‘We owe much to those early 
English settlers who founded the 
colony here, and whose inflence 
played a major part in the shaping 
of the destiny of our *common- 
wealth in its early days. 

“Loyalty, service and sacrifice 
are the outstanding characteristics 
of the founders of that colony. 
Their legacy to us is_ spiritual 
rather than material, and to enrich 
our own lives we must follow the 
example of human understanding 
and mutual assistance, which they 
have left us.”’ 


DEATH OF E. W. THIELECKE; 
40 YEARS AN EDITOR AT CAIRO 


Had Only Recently Removed to 
Home of Daughter at 
Villa Ridge. 

CAIRO, Ill, Oct. 13.—Edward 
William Thielecke, 76 years old, for 
more than 40 years editor of the 
Cairo Bulletin, dean of Cairo news- 
paper men, died Saturday at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
liam E. Rife, at Villa Ridge, from 
cerebral meningitis, with which he 
was stricken two days before. 

Mr. Thielecke was born in Ger- 
many but was brought to this coun- 
try as a child and had spent prac- 
tically all of his life in Cairo. He 
became editor of the Bulletin short- 
ly after it was purchased in 18380 
by E. A. Burnett and served in that 
capacity through several changes 
of ownership until 1925. 

Since his retirement he had Itved 
alone here but last week was pre- 
vailed upon to take up his home 
with his daughter at Villa Ridge. 
Funeral services were conducted at

TEAR GAS EXPLOSION BLINDS 
GUARD AT STATEVILLE PRISON 


Cartridge Goes Off Accidentally in 
His Hands: 33 Convicts 
Made TIL 


By the Associated Press. 
JOLIET, Iil., Oct. 13.—Nicholas 


Geuther, guard at the Stateville| 
penitentiary, was blinded and over- | 
come by explosion of a tear gas 
cartridge yesterday and 35 convicts 
in the solitary cell house were af- 
fected, some of them overcome. 

Oren Coleman, assistant warden, 
said the cartridge discharged acci- 
dentally while the guard was hold- 
ing it. 

Geuther and another guard were 
together in the cell house. Blinded, 
Geuther and his fellow guard 
shouted for heip and as the tear 
gas spread into the nearby cells 
the convicts set up a concert of 
yells, Guards fushed into the cell 
block with rifles, expecting to find 
a riot in progress. They hurried 
Geuther to St. Joseph's Hospital, 
Joliet, where physicians said he 
would recover. 

The convicts were not seriously 
affected, Dr. Frank J. Chmelik, 
prison physician, said, although 
several complained of blindness and 
several were ill enough to be taken 
to the penitentiary hospital.

PULLMAN, Wash., Oct. 13.— 


Coaching systems vary a great deal 
on the Pacific Coast with most of 
them employing shifting offenses, 
Phe basic play of my system has 
been the same for the past 22 teams 
that I have coached. The style de- 
pends on driving power, deception 
and above all a thorough kndwiedge 


of fundamentals and perfection of 
execution. 

No shift is used. I’ve always at- 
tempted to balance our play from 
every formation with passing, pow- 
er and deception. 

My system is not patterned after 
any of the well-known particular 
styles, but is a product of my own 
playing experiences and deductions 
from the contacts I've had with 
football during the last 20 years. 

The system has been fairly suc- 
cessful against the various innova- 
tions that have sprung up because 
it is based primarily om sound and 
exacting fundamentals. 

I've always used an unbalanced 
line offense with ends in and out 
and one or two wing backs at the 
discretion of the quarterback. 

The position of my key men in 
the backfield is somewhat different 
from any other system I know, in- 
asmuch as the principal ball cor- 
rier occupies the second position, 


which is farthest back from-center. 

In this way I have two men who |

Document Signed With His 
Name Attacks Testimony in 
Incompetency Suit.

Thomasson, 
according to Jones, was “very hot,” 
about the testimony and dictated 
the statement to his wife's Negro 
maid, who is also a typist. 

Jones, who said he knew noth- 
ing about the statement until it 
was given to him, signed, yester- 
day, said Thomasson and his wife 
departed a short time afterward, 
for Kansas City. 

“T do not think the court should 
hear such testimony from persons 
who have no claim on either me 
or my property,” the statement 
reads. “If they are second cousins 
and care anything for me, they 
should be decent enough to wait 
until my decease before setting up 
any claims to be my heirs. So 
much for their claims.

Influenza and Grip 

HERE is an art in ae naming 
Tor diseases which few appre<- 

clate. 

Influ has been called at one 
time Spanish, at another Russian, 
though, of course, it is interna- 
tional. 

A synonym for influenza, when 
the disease appears in a milder 
form, is grippe. 

The word influenza is derived 
from the Italian and was meant to 
indicate that the afflicted person 
is under the influence of some un- 
known power. ‘ 

La Grippe, from the French, con- 
notes that the sufferer has been at- 
tacked. 

Though the terms influenza and 
la grippe are relatively modern, the 
diseases are very old. 

The diffuse aches and pains that 
characterize them and the marked 
lassitude that serves to distinguish 
them from the ordinary cold were 
recognized by the ancient physi- 
clans. 

Even the treatment prescribed 
for this condition by the physicians 
of long ago compares favorably 
with the medicine of today. 

For, in substance, rest in bed, 
light diet, warm baths and the 
like constitute the regimen of treat- 
ment, effective in the old days as 
now, 

Influenza is a debilitating dise 
ease, but of itself does not endan<« 
ger life, 

Its menace lies in the fact that 
it opens the way to more serious 
complications, among these, pneu- 
monia. 

Influenza is a contagious disease, 
but its specific cause still remains 
undetermined. 

Nevertheless, the manner of its 
spread is known, being due in the 
main to careless sneezing, cough- 
ing, spitting, and to the careless 
handling of the excretions of the 
nose and throat. 

During influenza time special at- 
tention should be given to eating 
utensils. ?
